Dulles and Eisenhower lovingly explain—“tin, oil, tungsten and 
rubber.” But these belong to the Asian people themselves. 
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WHERE IS the “communist advance”? Nowhere. The only 
- foreigners in Indochina come from the “free world.” There are no 
Russians there. Chinese? This war was started in 1945-46—long 

before Mao Tse-tung established the People’s Chinese Republic 
in 1949, France started this war eight years ago—and hasn't been 
able to get the slightest support from the Indochinese people. 
In fact this is: Dulles’ big problem—that no one in the world 
wants this war to go on except Dulles, Eisenhower and the Mc- 
Carthyite warmongers who live in dread of peace. 
But what about us Americans? ; 

THE WORLD clamors for an end to this slaughter. 

Where is the same clamor here? 

That most Americans hate this war, and want no part of it, 
is a fact. The government admits that this is also a “problem.” 

But the bull ing laws of fascist McCarthyism have made it 
so that to be for peace is to be “for the Kremlin.” 

We see the people’s pressure on the government break out 
into sporadic speeches by Senators against any more Koreans in 
Indo-China.

in the eight-year-old Indochina 
conflict.” (N. Y. Post, April 8.) 

Numerous other reports, in- 
cluding several earlier dispatches 
to the Wall Street Journal, re- 
ported these plans were under 
way several weeks ago..So that 
Dulles never needed advice from 
Meany on how to avoid the pit- 
falls of peace. 


ONE IMPORTANT ASPECT 
of the Meany speech is that this 
tirade from a so-called spokes- 
man for American working men 
and women is far more war- 
inciting than many assertions of 
spokesmen for sections of the 
American capitalists. 

The Wall Street Journal edi- 
torialized March 24: “Let us 
strive for victory if that can be 
achieved without committing 
American forces. But let us 
meantime not neglect any chance 
of peace without appeasement.” 
This approach is far. to be the 
“Left” of Meany’s. 

Or the Chicago Daily News 
of Feb. 22: “This is a struggle 
we cannot win. There are simply 
too many Asiatics on the other 
side. Let’s keep out.” 

It is significant ¢hat Meany 
went out of his way to attack 
Ernest T. Weir, chairman of the 
National Stee] Corporation, for 
saying there is a possibility of 
agreement with the Soviet 
Union. Meany said this was 
symptomatic of “big business ap- 
peasement of Communist ag- 
gression. 

In the light of all this 
Meany’s speech Saturday would 
seem to be part of the Adminis- 
tration’s “educational campaign,” 
not only to persuade the people 


IT APPEARS, therefore, that 
Meany and the AFL executives — 
are far to the right not only of 
the great majority of the Ameri- 
can people, but also of a section 
of Big Business. They appear to 
be, in respect to foreign policy, 
closer to the McCarthyite wing 
of U. S. monopoly capital. 

This position is, of course, sui- 
cidal for labor, And Meanys — 
“tough talk” against the Admin- 
istration’s reactionary domestic 
program, involving housing, 
taxes, social security, unemploy- 
ment and trade union rights, is 
pew and simply window 

ressing so long as the interests 
of labor are betrayed on the 
fundamental question of war 
or peace. 

For it is open to doubt if a 
trade union movement, or even 
trade unions, will survive an- 
other Korea in Indochina with 
its risks of world war and its 
certain impetus to fascism here 
at home. There was really noth- 
ing coincidental about Dulles’ 
departure for London at the 
same time that Brownell signal- 
led a “constitutional” drive to 
ban the Communist Party, start- 
ing with “Communist-led” trade 
unions! 

Just as Dulles tried to use the 
AFL Executive's letter to Guate- 
mala as a club aver the head 
of Latin American labor at the 
Caracas conference, and the 


AFL Executive's $50,000 gift 


to sabotage agents in East Ger- 
many as a weapon in the Berlin 
Conference, he will now fall 
back on Meany’s speech as sup- 
port for his plot against the 
Geneva Conference. 

Could it be that there is espec- 
cially good telephonic or other 
communication between Meany 
and the office of both John Fos- 
ter and Allan Dulles? 

But Meany and the AFL Ex- 
ecutive don’t speak for U.S. la- 
bor in this matter, and the AFL 
rank and file should let the 


world know it.

Many more people 
realize that now than in 1948, 
when Velde was first elected. 

Velde has emerged as one of 
the three major figures in Con- 
gress who represent the trend 
toward fascism. Neither of the 
others two—Sen. Joseph McCar- 
thy of Wisconsin nor Sen. Wil- 
liam Jenner of Indiana—come 
up for election this year. 

THE PEOPLE of Wisconsin 
are attempting to bring McCar- 
thy up for a vote with a recall 
movement that is snowballing 
through the state. 

The movement to “recall” 
Velde is equally. impressive. In 
the six counties of this central 
Illinois district, the anti-Veide 
campaign is being led by 
church, farm and labor forces 
who see “Velde-ism” as _ the 
image of fascism. 

Many see that a strong anti- 
Velde vote would itself be a 
_ powerful jolt to McCarthyism 
throughout America, a demon- 
stration that the people will not 
buy fascism once they know its 
identity. 

Others see the possibility of 
the actual defeat of Velde in this 
Republican primary. This pre- 
diction is made here in spite of 


the edge held by Velde in terms. 
of big money support, newspaper 


hine support and 
the special advantages which an 


incumbent always 
newcomer. 
THERE is the added difti- 
culty of trying to defeat Velde 
within the Republican Party, 
which is centered in this dis- 
trict in the rich farmland of the 
Illinois River valley, amon 
farmers who are conside 
among the most conservative in 
the U. S. 
The district normally. has a 
Democratic vote of 45 percent, 
centered in the industrial towns

Robert Allison, Velde’s Re- 
publican opponent, is a former 
state representative who is well- 
known and has organized back- 
ing in only two of the six coun- 
ties of the district. 

IN OTHER WORDS, Velde 
is a. cinch to win overwhelm- 
ingly, according to the so-called 
“normal” calculations which a 
politician might make. But 
these odds could be upset by 
other factors. 


The strongest of these is the 
growth of anti-fascist, anti-Mc- 


Carthy sentiment throughout the 


country, particularly in recent 


weeks. 


Some of that has pervaded 


this district, regardless of the 
fact: that reaction holds a tight 
control over the dominant polit- 
ical machines, the farm and 
business organizations, the 
newspapers and radio in the 
area. 


ONE OF THE MAW Velde 
supports is the Peoria press—two 
daily newspapers owned by one 
—— The Peoria _ Star, 
with the biggest circulation in 
the district, is violently pro- 
McCarthy. 

The American Legion here, 
of which Velde is a leading 
member, has a record of pro- 
fascist activities. When Paul 
Robeson, ysited Peoria in 1948 
for a scheduled concert, the 
Legion organized an anti-Negro 
riot and~ prevented Robeson 
from _ singing. 

Anti-Negro and anti-Semitic 
hatred emanates through the 
state from this area, fostered by 
the forces around Velde. They 
hailed his recent use of the pro- 
fessional informer J. B. Mat- 
thews to smear the late Rabbis 
Stephen S. Wise and Judah L. 
Magnes and other’ church 
people. qa 

IT IS NO ACCIDENT that 
in the wake of the fascist witch- 
hunts by the Velde Committee 
in the Quad-Cities area, anti- 
Semitic posters began appearing 
there recently. 

One of Velde’s specialties has 
been a book-burning campaign. 
He sponsored a bill in Congress 
for the listing of “approved” 
books for the nation’s libraries. 

The Peoria Legion picked 
this up and attempted a purge 
against books and films in the 
Peoria library. They labelled as 
“communist” two films in the 
library, “Brotherhood of Man” 
and “‘Boundary Lines,” both 
dealing with better understand- 
ing among peoples and races. 

More recently, a campaign 
was launched near here to purge 


the Illinois libraries, resulting in . 


the temporary ban of thousands 
of books, including many chil- 
dren’s classics. 

Velde intervened directly in 
the fight. in the Illinois legis- 
lature over the fascist-like 
Broyles Mills. When mass senti- 
ment defeated these bills, Velde 


made a declaration that it was 


up to him and his congressional 
committee to carry through the 
witchhunt in this state which 
had been intended by Broyles. 

THE VELDE fascist influ- 
ence extends far and wide 
throughout the country as part 
of the McCarthy-Jenner-Velde 
axis, spreading fear and hys- 
teria, : 

A strong vote against Velde 

on Tuesday could weaken the 
entire program of the fascist 
cabal in this year's elections. 
* The Chicago Tribune recently 
listed the crucial objectives of 
these fascist forces, which in- 
cludes a sweeping. victory for 
Velde. 

Others are: the restoring to 
his New Jersey congressional 
seat this year of J. Parnell 
Thomas, former chairman of the 
House Un-American Committee 
who went to prison for em- 


_ bezzlement; the election of FBI 


informer Matt Cvetic, running 
for Congress in Pennsylvania; 
the election of McCarthyite Rob- 
ert L. Jones, who is trying to 
unseat Sen. Margaret Chase 
Smith of Maine. 

This is the election strategy 
of fascism, along with the de- 
feat of a half-dozen Democratic 
senators who have been tar- 
getted by Sen. McCarthy. 

The first showdown comes in 
Illinois 18th District. Will Velde 
repeat his five-to-one victory of

CHICAGO.—The Republican 
and Democratic primaries for 
U. S. Senator were summarized 
this week in these terms: no 
choice in one and no contest in 
the other. 

The GOP primary involves 
nine candidates. Some of these 
call themselves “pro-Eisen- 
hower” and others say they are 
“pro-McCarthy.” ir pro- 
grams, both foreign and domes- 
tic, differ little. 

The leading GOP candidates, 
without exception, favor a pro- 
war line, the domination of Big 
Business in Washington, the cur- 
tailment of civil liberties. 

Joseph T. Meek is the candi- 
date endorsed by the Chicago 
Tribune. Edward <A. Hayes, 
with a 20-year record of organ- 
izing fascist-like groups, is con- 
sidered a major contender. 


Two other leading candidates, ~ 


Park Livingston and Austin L. 
Wyman, are down-the-line back- 
ers of the present Big Business 
administration in Washington. 


In the Democratic primary, 
Sen. Paul Douglas is
